There are many causes of 
fever. While the most obvious 
cause of fever is infection, it 
can also arise because of drug 
reactions, malignancies, 
inflammatory diseases, vac- 
cines, and tissue-damaging 
trauma. 

Fever by itself is not usually 
beneficial to- a person’s 
response to infection. Treat- 
ment of the fever (with. aceta- 
minophen or ibuprofen) does 
not alter the course of common 
infections in normal children, 
and some authorities do not 
even recommend treating fever 
in such patients. 

High temperatures, e.g., 105 
degrees or more, do place chil- 
dren at more risk than lower 
fevers. Such fever may increase 
the risk of a benign seizure, or 
sometimes may indicate a more + 
serious infection. 

Because of the association 
between aspirin and Reye syn- 
drome, children should never 
be given aspirin.

fact, we should do all we gan to 
prevent-these things from hap- 
pening by having proper nutri- 
cian and maintaining proper 
weight and: exercise.” Specific 
illnesses that exercise “helps 
prevent are coronary heart dis- 
ease, high bloodpressure, colon 
and rectal cancer, “diabetes, 
arthritis, osteoporosis arid-bal- 
ance problems. 

Griggs recommends that in 
addition to diet and exercise, 
people over 65 should get a full 
physical every two years as 
well as appropriate screenings 
such as prostate exams and 
mammograms at intervals rec- 
ommended by thejrdoctor. She 
also notes that.as long as a 
proper ‘diet is being” main- 
tained, a good multivitamin 
and mineral supplement is ade- 
quate. 

The best news of all is that it 
is never too late to reap the 
benefits of exercise and proper 
nutrition. Both’ Strum and

Trade talks were upstaged by massive protests and minor vandalism in Seattle as the new round 
of World Trade Organigation (WTO) negotiations énded without truly beginning last month. World 
trade ministers failed to even set an agenda for the next round of market-opening negotiations that 
are expected to focus on agriculture. Fi ē 

Seattle was flooded with protest groups from hundreds of labor and environmental organizations 
who view world trade aş a way for multinational corporations to evade the stringent labor and envi- 
ronmental standards of American industry. 

Florida agriculture, with a great deal at stake in any future trade negotiations, was well repre- 
sented in Seattle. Agriculture Commissioner Bob Crawford and his staff, as well as representatives 
from Florida's various agricultural sectors attended the conference to deliver a lear message: It is 
imperative that U.sS negotiators make no further concessions that are detrimental to Florida agri- 
culture as they negotiate trade agreements. ' 

This is particularly crucial to import sensitive crops like citrus, vegetables and sugar - all major 
parts of Florida agriculture. The last trade round in Geneva (GATT) granted major access to U.S. 
markets without any reciprocal benefits for Florida crops, and the North American Free Trade 
Agreement gave away many Florida agricultural markets to Mexico. 

In addition, Congress made huge unilateral reforms to U.S. agriculture policy in the 1996 
Freedom to Farm legislation. Thése reforms have led to drastic reductions in agricultural commod- 
ity prices across the country. American agriculture is in a period of financial crisis, yet consumer 
prices for food products are going up, not down as the multinational food companies pocket profits 
instead of passing savings along to the consumer. 

There are important issues to be settled, and this round of trade negotiations will eventually con- 
tinue in Geneva early next year as the attention and furor generated in Seattlé subsides. Florida’s 
agriculture industry wants the new trade το! to take a more realistic look. at agricultural pro- 

„grams around the world. Many foreign countries have export subsidies, state trading enterprises 
that function as virtual monopolies, as well as thinly veiled government support programs that 
went untouched in prior negotiations. It is unfair to expect American farmers to compete against 

-foreign farmers aided by these foreign government programs. In addition, free trade must also be 
fair trade - with labor and environmental-standards a hecessary part of the discussion. s 

Sugar is a major Florida crop, caplaving bia 40,000 people. As far as sugar is concerned, it is 
time for other sugar-producing countries to match-the lever of reforms the U.S. has already made 
in its sugar policy before further concessions are made here. Many foreign 
only. in dismantling what is left of American sugar policy to get mgre access to our markets, with 
no intention of reforming themselves. This is unacceptable and would lead to certain destruction of , 
domestic sugar production if highly subsidized foreign sugar were allowed to flood our markets, 
Many of these same countries fail to meet even minimal environmental and labor standards, with 
child labor rampant in many sugar-producing areas. 

~~ These trade negotiations could have a major impact on the future of many of Florida’s agricul- 
tural commodities, including citrus, vegetables, and sugar. While the goal of free trade is a worthy 
once, Florida cannot afford for U.S. negotiators to adopt a “free trade at any cost” position. neither 
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can we. 


Family support, school climate can’ 
help abused‘girls avoid bulimia

The support of family members and a positive 
school climate help physically abused adolescent 
girls avoid the. bing-purge cycle of bulimia, a 
new University of Florida survey shows. 

The survey of about 18,000 females ages 12 to 
18 - mostly from Western and Midwestern states. 

` - who. identified themselves as being physically 
abused was conducted over a five-year period in 
conjunction with’ researchers at the Search 
Institute in Minneapolis..Daniel Perkins, a UF 
youth development specialist, said the survey 
lata indicates that with the proper support, 
physically abused girls are’no more likely to 
engage in. purging than other females in the 
same age group. „~“ 

“These factors ‘eliminate the impact-of physi- 
cal abuse, as a risk factor of increasing the like- 
lihood of purging,” Perkins said. “It decreases 
the likelihood of purging even though they were 
physically abused.” é 

Perkins said without the protective factors of 
family support and school climate, physically 
abused teen girls are 30 percent more likely to 
engage in purging, and girls who were sexually 
abused are 22 percent more likely to engage in 
purging. He said the survey. shows how critical 
it is that parents be supportive and accepting of 
their children. Eee: i 

“Parents and other family members have a 
key role to play in terms of adolescents‘dealing 
with their identity and making them feel com- 
fortable with themselves,” said Perkins, ari 
assistant professor of human resource develop- 
ment in the UF's. Institute of Food and 

\ Agricult Sciences. “It’s really about loving 

-them for they are and maybe not highlight- 
ing negative things about their’ body or their 
appearatice. x hes 

“As a parent, it’s really important that you 
focus on positives and that you really love them 
for who they are,” he said. 

Perkins said family support relates to how 
much emotional support the young person felt 
she received from her family and how comfort- 
able she was going to her parents with prob- 
lems. A positive school climate exists when stu- 


teachers are supportive and encouraging and 
students have opportunities to ke involved.

“I was always performing, I had to be officers 
in clubs, had to have the right grades and get 
into the right school,” Valerie said.

pn Perkins said. 
pparent risk factor’ that confused the 


researchers dealt with young people-who had 
adults outsi@le the family to go to with their 
problems. These young girls reported higher- 
than-expected rates of purging, Perkifis said. 
“This is a very confusing finding, and we're 
still not really sure how to explain that,” 
Perkins said. “It may be that adults in their 
lives while they are supportive, also may be fair- 
ly controlling and don’t allow the adolescent to 
have a lof‘of autonomy. And so in order to gain 
that control, they turn’to purging. is 
“Another possibility could be really that the 
adults are just putting so much pressure on the 
-young person to achieve that the young person 
doesn't feel comfortable going to them to talk 
about this particular issue, and so as an outlet 
they turn towards engaging in bulimia,” he said.
